preme court and a resident of this city. The
assault has been denounced {a unstinted
measure by representative menof all parties,
as the villminous nbttacle was notonly en-
tirely uncalled for, but the statements of the
railrond tool are a tissue of falschood and
misreplesentations,

Why Maswell Moved to Feamont,

One feature of the oubrugoous att wk that
hus cansed as wuch surprise aod adyerse
comitient as any ether Is the chiurge Lhat
the chilef justice runovea 10 shis ey to
furthor s owa polivical interests. Iy is o
wakler ol geseral kKuowledge Luak when

the

Judge Mavwoll was aloctad in 1873 he vas
a resigent of Cass cocunty. He wis olectod
to fill the unexplred term of Hon, Lorenzo
Crounss, now governgr of tho siate, who
reslgned  from  the  bapeh w0 enter
upon  the duties of ‘congresaman  at
Washington. The oastern portion of the
state was then all that was settled
to any exvent, the strip along the river con-
tnlning about all the popualation there was,
and the threo districts into which the stato
was then divided, judiglally wore the North-
ern, Contral sna Soathern, of the eastorn
part of the commonwealth, The leglsliture
of 1570 passed 8 lnw requiciog that esch of
the Judges should be s resident of the dis-
trict to which he was nasigped. Inasmuch
as Judge Maxwell was assigned to the dis-
telot of Judge Crounse, whom he had boen
eltectod to succend, il was nocossary for him
to remove to that  disrict, and ho was nle
lowed ninety days In which to make the
chnnge.

Thuat wns how he camo to remove to Fre-
mont, sin unquestioning  obedionee. to the
communnd of the logislature of the state, and
he hns ever sireo resided hore, one of the
most honored, respectod and beloved eltizens
of this county.

It is charged that he has done nothing for
this city In the way of public improvements,
When It Is remembered that he made a
heavy financial saerifieg in coming heve, and
thut he hus recoived but o salary of £.500 o
Yoeuras imlm:. it will not be wondered nt
that be hins had no money to lnvest in mam-
moth husinesa blocks, palatinl residences or
exnensive factories. Thecitizens of Fremont
well understand the situation, and {nstead of
censiuring the upright and unswerving Judge
for his poverly, take delight in honoring and
commending that Integrity that has kept
him poor in the midst of constant financial
inducements &0 botray the iuterests of the
people of the state.
Judge Maxwoll's fellow tov nsmen that his
unbending honosty has autagonized the rail.
road crowd, nnd while they were awarve that
the rallroad organs of the state wore ar-
rayed ngainst him, thoy weére not prepared
for the malignant and outrageously unjust
assnult made through the columns of the
Trivune.

Ocveastoned Some Smiles.

Hammond's endorsement of Frick's re.
publicanism calls forth broad smiles from nil
who woere hera in 1850 and remember the
campain speecnes made by this same Frick
in favor of the democeatic ciodidate and
aghinat Garfleld, The same is true us to the
assertion of the erank twister of the Ilk-
horn organcite that his support of Mr.

It must ba re-
memboered that the general offlces of the
road are all in Omahe, where there are no
nespapers to be reachea throngh the handy
medium of job departments, and it is theve-
fore found convenient for some resson to
send nearly fifey miles from home to get
worl «done that might be done as well or
better tight on the ground in Omaha,

The conceited young swashbuckler
wouldn't lie about a trifling thing like an in-
timation that he gets his inspiration from
railroad headquarters. Of course not, nnd
there is nothing with which to refute or off-
set the chain of circumstantial evidenco, the
like of which has on more than one oceasion
resulted disastrously for better men than he,

Judge Muxwaell's Interests.

ndighbors here, and they deaply resent the
assault thut has been mode not only upon
the Judge, but on the people of tho state, of
wiwom thoey arve a part, for eudorsing his we-
tion on the beneh year aftor year.

withstanding the fact that the roll was
twice called, ut no time during Mr. Stewart's
speech  was o quorum present, beyond the
brief time when senators cmerged from
cloak rooms unnd loft thele committes rooms
to have their presence recorded.

Amony those whose presence inthe senate
during Mr, Stewart's speech was limited to
the short time when they appeared to have
their votes recorded were Senator Voor-
hees, chalrman of the finance committee,
and other lending repenl senntors.

Fisher and  the booklkeoper
checked up the cash afrer banking hours,
there wason hand about 12,500, all in ours
rency and gold, with the exception of §800,
which was in silver dollars.

Sent After Some Boer,

Just before the work was completad
Cnshler Fisher suggestod that the book-
keeper go out nnd get a couple of bottles af
beer. The bookleeper started out on the
errind, but when he returncd the bank was
closed nnd thesafe locked,

Mpr. Fishier went to his home and told h is
wife that he had been eulled out of town.
He bade her goodby and was more nffection-
ate than usudal to his 10-y enr-old daughter,
kiasing her twice and placing his arm
around her while be told her to be a good
girl nnd affoctionate to her mother,

She was surprised at his mannerand asked

Ho then left the houso and boarded af
enstbound train. Two resldents of Genevi
